The idea of "making hay while the 
sun shines" may soon be thrown into 
the discard if farmers take to the 
new method of making hay. 

Albert Herman, northwest of An- 
tioch is one of those who last year 
installed a new hay dryer in his barn 
and found it very successful. 

The hay is mowed with all of its 
moisture, but once it is in the mow 
a blower is started in operation and 
through ducts over the mow floor, 
air passes through and in a period of 
from "10 days to two weeks according 
to the amount of moisture in the hay, 
the drying process is completed. The 
cost is from $1 to $2 a ton. 

The hay is cut up in the field and 
can be, blown into the mow, a labor 
saving device that many farmers can 
appreciate. When * dried the hay 
maintains its leafy texture and is 
relished by stock. 

The main argument for this melh 
od of drying is that the hay retains 
its vitamin .content which benefits 
the stock. The sun is a good dryer, 
but lie takes from the hay much of 
the valuable content such as vita- 
mines. 

And this spring and summer hasn't 
been any too dependable at being on 
the job. 

Hay cutting is already under way 
in Antioch township.

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Trimming Sails 

The theory that excessive business profits are the 
primary reason for high prices is a dangerous half-truth. 
It Is true that certain types of manufacturing business, 
producing consumer goods, hafe shown large earnings. 
But this was obviously due in part to great demand 
caused by five years of shortages and scarcities. At the 
present time, the volume of sales at the retail level 
is on the decline. 

Profits in certain basic lines — such as motors, 
steel, coal, etc.— have been moderate despite the high 
level of demand. Extremely high labor costs, coupled 
with low worker productivity, have prevented anything 
resembling excessive profits in these fields. It thus 
becomes extremely difficult to see how substantial price 
decreases can be effected without a sharp rise in work 
done per man hour. To this extent, the industrial worker 
himself holds the key to the price problem. 

The most encouraging sign is that there have 
been no late price increases of moment, and in a num- 
ber of lines thure have been small but significant de- 
clines. Much of the credit for this must be given to re- 
tail industry which has been fighting an aggressive 
battle in behalf of the consumer. The retailer Is 
caught between high wholesale costs on the one hand 
and increasing consumer resistance on the other, and he 
knows better than anyone else the problems and needs 
of the buying public. He is convinced that qualities 
must be improved, and that every possible step be 
taken to bring prices down. He can't control inflation— 
but he is doing everything within his power to check it 



from interested parties concerning it. In the words of 
Setnator Heed, "In my 25 years of contact with this sort 
of thing I hnvc never seen the public support so strongly 
any piece of legislation as it has this bill." Senator 
Reed does not speak idly — the measure was practically 
unanimously endorsed by members of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, by the head of the Office of 
Defense Transportation, by shipper and agricultural 
groups, by distinguished economists, by the press, anil 
by hundreds of other authorities. 

The late Joseph U, Eastman, who was considered 
by many to be the foremost dispassionate expert on 
transportation in this country, summed up the need 
for the bill when he said: "If the carriers of the country 
are to respond to the duties and obligations imposed 
upon them by the Interstate Commerce Act, and if the 
rate structure is to be reasonable, free from unjust 
discrimination or undue preference and prejudice. , . . 
the carriers must be in a position to consult, confer 
and deal collectively with many of these matters." 
* The bill has been endorsed by the necessary 

committees. It should be brought to a vote at the earli- 
est possible moment.

Let Common Sense Prevail 
The many questions of great moment with 
which Congress has been dealing have blocked consid- 
eration of a long list of important measures. In spite 
of that, there should be no further delay in bringing 
to a vote the Reed-Bulwinkle bill to legalize a system 
of rate-making by the railroads which has worked with 
astonishing success and fairness for a great many years. 
This measure has been fully debated, and a 
Senate Committee :ook some 4.000 pages of testimony 



Lives Saved 

Adequate precautions, good construction, arid fire 
safety rules are saving lives in hotel fires, according 
to the National Board of Fire Underwriters. 

In Terre Haute. Indiana, for instance, fire broke 
out in a 10-story hotel. Fire Department officials said 
that the action of guests in not opening doors and run- 
ning into corridors prevented what might have been 
a disaster. 

In the Hotel Lincoln in New York, a mattress 
brust into flame from a cigarette. A heavy door pre- 
vented the spread of fire and smoke— proving that pro- 
per construction is one of the best defenses against 
conflagrations. 

It is estimated that an inspection of hotels in- 
augurated on a statewide basis by Arkansas insurance 
men last summer saved 18 lives when a Hot Springs 
hotel burned. The inspection led to the clearing of a 
fire escape down which guests fled to safety. 

Efficient work by the service personnel of a St.

Fire prevention measures, including newly-in- 
stalled protection of an elevator shaft, is credited with 
averting disaster in a recent Grand Rapids hotel blaze. 
There are signs that the war against fire is 
bearing some fine fruit. We must keep up and intensify 
the work.
